Work of Wetaskiwin Club) 


The Wetaskiwin Kiwanis Club had 
‘a very enjoyable luncheon on Tuesday 
evening, when Harry D. Mann, Heut- 
-enant-governor of Western Canada 
district was the speaker. Norman A. 
MacEachern was initiated as a mem- 
ber, and the Kiwanis quartet -render- 
ed several selections. Stewart Camp- 
bell also rendered a solo and encore. 

After conveying  felicitations from 
‘the International officers, Mr. Mann 
stated there was never a greater op- 
portunity than during the present de- 
pression for carrying out the work of 
Kiwanis—especially assisting the un- 
der-privileged children and co-oper- 
ation with the farmers, who would do 
better and more profitable work if 
they knew the residents of the city 
were behind them and sympathized 
with them in their difficulties. 

The subject of the address was 
“Peace, Order and Good Government.” 
Peace suggests freedom from -inter- 
national strife, and tranquility in pri- 
vate and business life. We cannot 
‘have peace without order, therefore 
we must have order. We find order 
dn nature in its various forms, as well 
as in the sphere of our human rela- 
tionships. No matter how large the 
city or community may be we see ev- 
erywhere the possibility of strife, and 
we are prepared to pass regulations 
so that disorder can be eliminated. It 
also has an esthetic aspect, and we 
have a desire to tidy rooms, etc. The 
words Peace, Order and Good Gov- 
‘ernment are not to be separated, but 
they should be co-joined. 

Lawyers draw up the statutes a3 
they have trained minds, but the peo- 
ple are responsible for the laws 
drawn, The sources of law are not 
made by anybody but ourselves. The 
‘common law was started by the peo- 
ple themselves through custom. The 
judgment of the court is frequently 
based on the findings of previous 
courts. Statutory law is passed most- 
ly by popular demand. One cause of 
Aisorder is the ambiguity in our stat- 
utes, and also in the statutes them- 
selves. It often takes lawyers hours 
to find out what the law is. The pub- 
jic should know the law as ignorance 
excuses no man. The uncertainty of 
the law is shown when five judges 
-Sitting on-an appeal case have their 
‘unanimous~ findings reversed by ‘the 
‘Supreme Court of Canada. Another

“Mr. Mann ‘stated there . were too 
many legislatures and too many legis- 
lators. On grounds of economy, one 
legislature should suffice for Alberta 
and Saskatchewan. .

SPECKLED TROUT ’ 
ARE TRANSFERRED 


Edmonton, May 80.—Designed as 


an expiriment to improve fishing con- 
ditions generally and to provide a fish 
to take a -fly, 86,220 speckled trout 
passed through this city on Tuesday 
from the Banff hatchery to Cold lake, 
according to R. T. Rodd, provinéial 
fisheries commissioner. 

The fish were hatched at Banff and 
came through here by train under the 
supervision of M. Martin, superintend- 
ent of the hatchery at that point. 

On arrival here they were trans- 
ferred to trucks and immediately set 
out for Cold lake. 

Transportation by way of truck 
from here was provided by the Cold 
lake Board of Trade and the Fish and 
Game Association. They will also sup- 
ply boats and help for distribution at 
the lake. 

The trout are all of the’ eastern 
speckled variety. : 

Infusion of the new fish into ‘the 
lake will not interfere with existing 
regulations. The trout spawn at the 
same time as. the white and other 
fish now in the lake and this. will 
obviate any alteration of existing rules 
for fishing, 

A previous experiment with speck- 
led trout, placed in Maligne lake, 
Jasper Park, in 1924 proved eminently 
successful. 

Two years ago some Lockleven 
trout had been placed in Lake Wab- 
amun, everal fishermen have report- 
ed small fry having been seen in the 
lake, 

Last year some of the same variety 
were placed in Pigeon Lake and al- 
ready fry from same have appeared.

administrators are meeting at the 
Legislative Buildings to determine 
whether Canadian breeders can _ fill 
the’ quota alloted them in the  Brit- 
ish market for hogs. Under Imperial 
Conference pacts, Britain agreed to 
purchase certain quantities of hogs 
from this country, and an effort is 
being made to fill the quota. The 
parley was called at the Dominion’s 
request, 


P. E. Leight of the Dominion Bur- 


eau of Statistics is chairman, while 
with him from Ottawa is A. W. 
Peterson, 


H. A. Craig. deputy ‘minister of 


agriculture, and S. G. Carlyle, pro- 
vincial livestock commissioner, are 
representing the province. 


In addition there are present repre- 


sentatives of the Dominion and pro- 
vincial agricultural departments, the 
Dominion experimental farms at both 
Lacombe and Lethbridge. the Univer- 
sity of Alberta and the Meat Packers’ 
Council of Canada. 


This is the first meeting of ite kind 


held in the West, although — similar 
gatherings in other provinces have 
been planned. 


At the Monday session it was ad- 


duced that Alberta is second among 
the provinces in hog population, hav- 
ing more than 1,000,000 animals. at 
the present time. Also, last year, this 
province marketed more than one- 
third of the total number of Cana- 
dian hogs. Alberta delegates are 
stressing quality rather than quan- 
tity in the export market,

Chicago, May 28.—Success was 


stamped today on the efforts of sci- 
ence to reach out 240 trillion miles 
into the universe to inaugurate a cen- 
tury of progress illumination.

Daughters of the Empire, the respon- 
sibility of helping to alleviate condl- 
tions, and thus keep the’ balance 
which must be maintained if the stan- 
dards of British government are to be 
retained, Hon, George Hoadley, act- 
ing premier, addressed the conven- 
tion at its opening session here Tues- 
day evening. The Dominion has 
reached a point at’ which those who 
carry the power of government and 
purchase are dropping to perilously 
near the 40 per cent mark, Unless 
steps upward are taken almost im- 
mediately, there is almost certain to 
be a complete change of standards 
with new values of human life and 
wealth. 

Such an organization as the 1.0.D.B. 
is peculiarly fitted to carry a large 
share of responsibility that falls upon 
British organizations in these dif- 
ficult times. The time of hiding heads 
in the sand is past and the situation 
must be faced and solved. 


The nature of the coming civiliza- 
tion depends largely upon women, said 
Mr. Hoadley. 

When the speaker suggested that 
he might be expected to strike a mil- 
itary note, there was a general shak- 
ing of heads in negative. 

Mr. Hoadley recalled that the or- 
ganization had been founded to help 
those who were left suffering by the 
Great War. He paid personal tribute 
to the work of ‘the Order’ in this 
province, and stressed the even great- 
er needs of today. He referred to 
many cities as sinks of misery, but 
concluded on a note of hope for the 
future. 

Mayor DPD, K. Knott welcomed the 
delegates on behalf of the city, and 
congratulated the Order on its work, 
particularly in teaching British ideals 
and tradition to new Canadians. 

Mrs. L. B. Yule, Municipal regent, 
welcomed the delegates, and hoped- 
that inspiration and encouragement 
would result from the sessions. 

Mrs. A. T. McMurray, president of 
New Brunswick Provincial Chapter, 
replied, expressing the appreciation of 
delegates from Atlantic to Pacific for 
western hospitality and recalling the 
pioneer spirit which has_ helped 
westerners through difficult years.

There have been 148 
bursary and SOQ scholarship students 
at a cost of half a million dollars in 
the history of the order.

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THE STORY OF 
SUPERPHOSPHATE 


Dissolved bone, or bone superphos- 
phate, is now rarely found on the 
market, but the term “bone super- 
phosphate” is often erroneously ap- 
plied to ordinary superphosphate, In 
1834 Sir John Bennet Lawes exper!- 
menting with bone as a_ fertilizer 
found that, by their treatment with 
sulphuric acid. part of the phosphoric 
acid in the bone was rendered. soluble 
in water and, therefore, more readily 
available to plants. The name given 
to this product was superphosphate. 
Later on, the discovery of mineral 
rock phosphates, says the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, furnished 
a new material which, treated in the 
same Way, produced similar results, 
Save, Of course, that the product con- 
tained no nitrogen. Nowadays, sup- 
erphosphate, also kpown as acid sup- 
erphosphate, according to the Fertil- 
izer Act of Canada, must contain at 
least 16 per cent of available phos- 
Phorie acid. 
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FRUITS 


(By Dr. William J Scholes) 

Fruits, like everything else on the 
earth, are mostly water—75% to 95% 
the balance being nutritive mater- 
ial. Dried fruits contain only about 
20% water, but the propnstton of nu- 
tritive matter is correspondingly in- 
creased, Preserved fruits lose some 
water by evaporation and thelr nu- 
tritive value is raised by the addition 
of sugar in their preparation. Canned 
frults are, in the main, unchanged. 

As a general proposition, fruits con- 
tain little or no fats and their protein 
content is so low as to be practically 
negligible. Accordingly, their ‘ chief 
nutrient are carbo-hydrates in the 
form of sugars (cane sugar, grape 
sugar, fruit sugar). 

Many fruits also contain organic 
acids, such as mallic acid in apples, 
citric acid in lemons, and go on. 

Mineral matter important 


fis an 


constituent of many fruits, For ex-/ 


ample, dried fruits, like prunes,’ 
dates, raisins and figs, are fairly 
rich in iron, calcium and_ phos- 
phorus, 


The flavor of fruits is due, to 
their sugars, acids, and the “eth- 
ereal” ofls they contain, It is these 
ethers and olls that, extracted by a 
chemical process, make up the fruit 
“flavors” and “extracts” with which 
we are all familiar. 

Digestibility of Fruits 

The. digestibility of fruits varies 
with the kind and manner of prep- 
aration. As a rule, ‘stewed fruits 
are more. digestible than raw fruits. 
Individual idiosyncrasy has also con- 
siderable to do wth it. Some people 
can’t eat half a banana without be- 
coming ill, others can eat a dozen 
and never notice it. Practically ev- 
eryone can, however, eat oranges, 
lemons, grapes and peaches, For ol- 
ives and grapefruit a taste must be 
cutlivated, and some persons Mmever 
learn to Tove them, 

Nutritive Value of Fruits 


We should eat fresh fruit every 
day; in fact, one cannot expect to 
keep well without making fruits an 
important feature of his dietary. 
Fruits furnish mineral matter and 
vitamines. Their cellulose (fiber) and 
organic acids have a laxative action. 
They yield an alkaline residue which, 
when absorbed, neutralizes the acid 
residue of protein foods( meat, eggs), 
They are refreshing and stimulate the 
appetite.—Copyrfght,

It is not 
the luxury that the car is to the city 
dweller, 

True, western farmers are not as 
parsimonious and saving as were the 
old-time farmers of Ontario and Que- 
bec. Most of our farmers came here 
as young men and they did not have 
to toil so arduously as the Pioneers of 
Eastern Canada, That was the con- 
dition of the country and the free- 
spending West certainly was a gold 
mine to the industrial East. 

Our farmers are now passing 
through the most bitter experience of 
their lives. They have made mistakes 
it is true. Few in any walk of life 
have not made many errors. But they 
have not been the mild and indiscrim- 
inate spenders that many people seem 
to believe. And this depression may 
teach habits of thrift and _— savings 
that will last a lifetime. — Hanna 
Herald. 
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WHERE DOGS ARE IMPORTANT 


An unknown race of white people, 
four hundred strong and almost iso- 
lated from the rest of the world, live 
in the farthest north of the frozen 
land of Siberia, on the shore of the 
Arctic Ocean. 

They are probably descendants of 
marooned Arctic navigators of the 
sixteenth century, who were lost 
while questing for the north route to 
India, 

To the north they are hemmed in 
by the Polar Sea. Behind them on 
all sides is a barren, snow-bound, 
trackless domain, as vast as a contl- 
nent, 

The people can neither read nor 
write. They have no bread and no 
means of baking it. They have never 
seen milk, butter, or beef, for cows 
and cattle are unknown. They have 
never seen deer, horses, or fowl—not 
even a cat. 

Potatoes and vegetables are utterly 
unknown, and only those who have 
travelled to barter their white fox 
furs have ever seen a living tree. 

Their one domestic animal is the 
dog. Nowhere else on earth is the dog 
more important or held in higher re- 
gard. For without the sled-dog, life 
Would be utterly impossible to these 
people. 

In the white wilderness of the tun- 
dra of the coast even reindeer cannot 
live. But the dogs can be fed on the 
fish caught in the Indigirka River, 
along the course of which the settle- 
ment, extends. 

Dogs and their masters live mainly 
ee 


on frozen fish. Even in summer it 
has but to be buried a foot deep in 
earth to freeze. 

Every family has . team of three 
to four dogs, and the better-off have 
teams of from ten to eighteen. They 
draw the sleds which carry deadwood 
for fucl and ice from the river and 
without them, hunting and trapping 
would he impossible, 


A team usually consists of eight or 
twelve dogs, in pairs, with a single 
leader, harnessed to a Hght sled put 
together with straps and without a 
Single nail. The leader of the team 
must understand all orders, and know 
how to play the part of captain. 

Should a white partridge or a white 
fox rise from the snow and gO away 
as the sled approaches, the entire 
string of dogs, howling and barking, 
will stuart in chase. The leader dashes 
in the opposite direction, digs in his 
claws, and pulls the team back. 

At the same time he barks loudly, 
as if making out that the bird or fox 
really went the other way. <A good 
dog leader is worth a fabulvus sum 
to these poor PEOD ty. roubles, or 
five pounds, 

No whip is used in driving, but the 
driver keeps his team keen by contin- 
uous cries: “Norakh-norakh!"—to the 
left; ‘'Poz-za—poz-za!"—forward. 

‘The dogs have greater endurance 
than the reindeer, and can draw a 
sled fifty miles in a day. Races are 
sometimes held and a team will gal- 
lop a_ short distance at twenty-five 
miles an hour, ‘ 

Once the dogs have been. over the 
sround, they will never lose their 
way.

Foundation Must Be Right 

Certainly the most inexpensive part 
of the average house is the founda- 
tion. yet if this is not right, the 
whole thing is a failure. In garden- 
ing seed and nursery stock used con- 
stitutes the foundation. Though only 
costing a few cents, the importance of 
securing the right kind is often over- 
looked and then despite the best of 
care and favorable weather results 
Will be disappointing. Seed and nur- 
sery stock suitable to Canatian con- 
ditions must be sought first and then 
the best qualities of each.

Tender Vegetables 
In most parts of Canada it is time 
to plant and set out the more tender 
sorts of vegetables. Indeed,-there is 
no. hurry about these things, which 
include beans, tomato plants, squash, 
cucumbers and melons as they will 
not start to grow until the weather 
and soil really becomes warm. In or- 
der to get a long and steady supply of 
green beans make at least’ three 
plantings at intervals of ten days and 
use several varieties. To do the same 
thing with tomatoes one may use a 
few well started plants for the first 
crop and hurry these along with fer- 
tilizer and. possibly mulch paper. All 
garden tomatoes should be staked, 
using either wooden or steel stakes 
about six feet high. Trim off all side 
shoots as they develop, training the 
main stem up along the stake and 
tieing loosely about every foot. All 
these warm weather vegetables prefer 
rich open soil and any members of 
the melon family, that is squash, cu- 
cumber, citron, ete., take special de- 
Nght in hot sandy soil though it must 
be made rich with well rotted manure 
or good garden fertilizer. Along with 
the vegetables mentioned one may set 
out egg plants, well started peppers, 
and the first planting of celery. The 
latter must have very rich soil and 
water during ury weather. 
Re-planting 
One is well advised to save a little 
seed of each variety from all plant- 
ings in order to fill in inevitable 
“misses” caused by drought, wash- 
ings, or other things beyond control, 
In the perennial flower bed, there 
will also be gaps where winter-killing 
has occurred. These may be filled in 
with quick growing annuals.

PLANTS FATAL TO LIVESTOCK 


With reference to the fact that 
potsonous plants, principally death 
camas (of the lily family) accounted 
for 11.2 per cent of the deaths of 
sheep in Western Canada during a 
survey of 1929-31 and that recent- 
ly cattle were poisoned by larkspur 
(buttercup family), the following are 
some of the more common plants 
dangerous to live stock:
